According to Lieutenant Colonel

it can be recruited to the strength 
required by the war department, 
The following is the communica- 
tion received, by Secretary ore. 


The Cianber of Commerce, 
Richmond, California, 


Gentlemen: 

The organization of the National 
guard stationed in your city, and 
now in the federal service, has had 
its numbers greatly reduced because 
of the discharge of men for physi- 
cal disability and on account of de- 
pendent families. 

The war department requires that 
the organization be recruited and 
maintained at the proper strength. 
This recruiting should be done at 
the home station of the organization, 
so that when the troops are return- 
ed to the state it will not be neces- 
sary to discharge a large number 
of men because of the fact that their 
residences are in different localities. 
i men are sent to your organiza- 

tion from other sections, it will be 
;hecessary, upon return to home sta- 
tions, to either transfer or discharge 
i: em, thus reducing the strength to 
a point where it may ibe necessary 
to muster the organization out of 
the: service. 

It is. requested that you establish 
a recruiting office in your chamber 
of commerce; have the recruits phys- 
ically examined by a physician, and 
when four or five have been secur- 
éd, report the fact to this office. 
Transportation will then be furnish- 
ed, covering the travel from home 
station to the nearest recruiting of- 
fice. There the recruits will be mus- 
tered into the service, Pay and 
subsistence cannot be furnished to 
recruits until they have been muster- 
ed into service by the recruiting of- 
ficer, 

The regular rate for physically 
examining recruits ig 50 cents per 
man, and this amount will be paid 
ty this office upon receipt of prop- 
er bills. 

It is sincerely hoped that you may 
8€e your way clear to give this mat- 
ter your earnest attention,- and co- 
operate in every possible way with 
this office in its efforta to place the 
guard in such a condition that all 
California may be proud of it. ‘ 

Unless the troops are recruited to 
the strength required by the war de- 
partment, and as rapidly as. possible, 
their retention in the serviee is ex- 
tremely doubtful; therefore, I urge 
early action by you,

PASTEURIZATION OF MILK 
FILL ALL TUBERGULAR GERMS 


The often-disputed question of 
whether milk from tuberculous cows 
ig made safe for use as human food 
‘by proper pasteurization -has been 
settled in the affirmative by experi- 
ments recently concluded by Dr,’ 
Jacob Traum, assistant professor of 
veterinary science in the University 
of California, and Dr. G. H. Hart, 
city veterinarian of Los Angeles. 
Their experimental proof that milk’ 
pasteurization really works is declar- 
ed by the university especially op- 
portune because with October 1, 
1216, a new state law will go into 
effect which will borbid the sale in 
California of milk from any other 
than tuberculin tested herds unless 
such milk has been pasteurized by 
heating it uniformly for twenty-five 
minutes at a temperature of 140 to| 
145 degrees Fahrenheit, 

The flaw in previous experiments 
was that they had not dealt with 
milk from tuberculous cows paster- 
ized under ordinary commercial con- 
ditions. | 

A thoroughly practical test was 


six months were used to inoculate 
guinea pigs. In every instance ex- 
cept one these twenty-four samples 
of raw milk produced tuberculosis in 
the guinea pigs, 

Fourteen samples of this milk, 
clarified but not yet pasteurized, 
were tested and these produced tu- 
berculosis in all but three guinea 
pigs inoculated. 

Twenty-three samples of this same 
milk, taken, however, after pasteuri- 
zation on a Jarge scale under ordin- 
ary commercial conditions, when 
used to inoculate guinea pigs failed 
to produce tuberculosis or to cause 
death in a single instance,

While J. B. Sanford, register of 
the United States Land office of this 
Ccivision has been hearing testimony 
rurporting to show that George 
Washington Doolin has or has not 
the right to homestead a portion of 
the $1,000,000 Smith Lumber com- 
vany plant at Bay Point, the super- 
‘or court of Contra Costa hag taken 
. hand in the matter, 

Yesterday Superior Judge Mc-Ken- 
zie ordered that Doolin must vacate 
the property and ordered the sheriff 
of the county to carry out the order. 

On June 4, 1915, Doolin, accom- 
panied by his son-in-law, D. L, Mine- 
hart, went from Oakland to Bay 
Point, with tent, provisions and cook- 
ing utensils and pitched camp in the 
‘enter of the lumber plant, 

Doolin and Minehart contended 
that they had surveyed the place a 
‘ew days before and had a right to 
homestead the property. According 
to their statement the government 
records show that the land has never 
been homesteaded and is part of the 
public domain, . 

They wanted a government deed 
to 26.82 acres. 

The land was supposed to be under 
vrivate ownership for more than ten 
vears before Doolin and his com- 
panion started the controversy, 

The lumber company bought the 


Jjand from the ‘Cunningham interests 


some vears before, ut whatever 
happened it is said that the fact of 
ownership didn’t get into the gov- 
ernment maps and records. Both 
Doolin and Minehart have paid the 
government rates for homestead land 
and their claim hag been filed in the 
land office for more than a year. 
If Register Sanford decides ad- 
versely to the superior court, Doolin 
may again enter the land, but in all 
vrobability he will appeal to the fed- 
eral court to decide the matter,
